S.R.O. 140.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in super¬

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 


Pimi to i9n2, the pxof Deputy General Manager 
(Rs. i500-60-1800-2000) and Regional Manager tRM) (Rs- 
J 50O-t)O-180O' in the Canteen Stores Department weje dis¬ 
tinct categories with die former being superior to the hitter. 
The posts of D(iM and RM were merged into a single 
common cadie post designated as Deputy General Manager 
(Stores/Base/Management Services/Regional Managers) cqj Ty¬ 
ing a pay scale of R$. 1500-60-1800-2000 with effect from 
14-4-1982 vide Ministry o( Deforce letter No. BOCCS/00589/ 
FiB/QjCAN'II 124 4 D(Mov), dated 14-4-1982, by which the 
pay sjchIc of the post of Regional Manager was upgraded to 
the scale of its neu higher post I.e. DGM. 


2. According uj ihe rectuiunont rules tSRO 64) notified 
on 3-3-1979, an Assistant General Manager (AGM/Manager) 
(Selection Grade) with live years seniority was eligible to 
be promoted to the post of Regional Manager (RM) and 
an RM with three years nervlce was eligible for considers 
non to the post of DGM. (This meant that since appoint¬ 
ment li s AGM/MnnDgtf (Selection Grade), an officer had 
to have eight >car* service at least for being eligible lor 
appointment as DGM). Upon the merger of the po.^t of 
RM with DGM w.e.t. 14-4-19X2, Recruitment rLilies were 
amended only on 20-4-1988 (SRO 99) wherein it was *ti- 
pubted thm the ^ualificat'on for promotion to the pertt of 
RM/DGM would be JNc years sendee in the feeder grade 
of AGM/Manager (Selection Giade), In other words, the 
eligibility entmon for the erstwhile lower grade of RM was 
applied to the combined posts of RM/DGM, notwithstanding 
the fact that as a result ot the merger the combined cadre 
had been given the higher of the two pay scales, i.e. R*. 
1500--2<Kl0 Till 1988, recruitment rules were not framed 
for tlu? posi and no promotion to the post of RM/DGM 
could be considered on a regular basis as the recruitment 
rules providing for promotion from the level of AGM to 
erstwhile RM and from RM to erstwhile DGM became non* 
effective with the merger of the posts. A vacuum of rules 
was created for s\\ years. This has resulted in an anomalous 
situation wherem the vacancies arwe between 1982 and 
1988 weie clubbed together with vacancies W'hlch arose there¬ 
after, preventing the department from drawing up yearwite 
panel for the various vacancies which arose in various years. 
By deferment of promotion for six years on the ground that 
the re was an anomaly, and because the revised recruimtent 
rulej* could nut be expeditiously achieved, the asipirants to 
the higher posts would have suffered as a class because of 
the copsctiPent delay in receiving regular promotion. There¬ 
after, in order to avoid all possible anomalies during the 
operation of SRO 99, it is proposed to give retrospective 
effort to SRO 99 w.e.f. 14 4-1982, 


3. 11 R also confirmed that no person shall be adversely 
affected bv giving retrospective effect to the recruitment rules 
since the itiles have not been operated to give effect to 

any person.
